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PRESIDENT: Senator Savage dild you wish to speak to this
amendment ?

SENATOR SAVAGE: Not to the amendment. As a courtesy to
Senator Cope, I'd like to...as long as I'm recoznized I'd

like to yield 10 minutes of my time this afterncon when he
comes back.

PRESIDENT: 10 minutes? On what particular...

SENATOR SAVAGE: On hils bill, so0 he can enter the amendments
that he wanted to. You told him he couldn't do that.

PRESIDEL.: His 10 minutes were up.

SENATOR SAVAGE: I'm giving him 10 minutes of my time if
that's possible.

PRESIDENT: You don't have 10 minutes,
SEHATOR SAVAGE: How about 5, would that be.

PRESIDENT: Alright, do you want 5 minutes? You have §
minutes, Senator Cope.

PRESIDENT: On the Koch amendment to the Cope billl.
